ect being to do part of the sewing for the fami- 
yandatthe same time to instruct the older 
girls. Owing to the death of Mrs. Davidson 
shortly efter, Mrs. Winslow took charge tempor- 
arily. Various sewing societies of different 
churches have kindiy done large amounts of 
sewing for the institution. 

The school-room, containing 87 children, is 
one of the most actractive features of the insti- 
tution.

The report of Sanitary Superintendent Miller 
shows that during last year there were 9,540 
deaths in Chicago, of which 5,429 were under 
5 years of age. This loss was partly made 
good by the burth of 9,708 children. Aside from 
infants’ diséases, the greatest mortality was 
caused by consumption and small-pox, the for- 
mer of which killed 637 and the latter 517 per- 
sons.

The late election in Texas is invalid, as the 
Supreme Court of that State has decided that 
the law under which it was held w unconstitu- 
tional. This law directed the polls to be kept 
open but one day, in contradiction of the pro- 
visions of the Oonstitution, which requires 
them to be open for four days. Under this de- 
tision, the sitting State officers hold over till the 
Legislature orders a new election in a constitu- 
tional manner.

Rather than censure President Grant for his 
indispensable part in the back-pay steal, the Re- 
publicans in the Ohio House of Representatives 
have refused to express any disapproval of that 
act. The resolution censuring Congress for 
passing the law was reported back yesterday. as 
ordered by the House, amended so as to include 
Président Grant in the condemnation, and was 
passed by a strict Democratic vote, —all the Be- 
publicans voting against it.

The United States Supreme Court has sus- 
tained Judge Drummond's decision, in the case 
of the Lumberman’s Insurance Company, that 
a debt due a stockholder by u corporation 
cannot be offset by him against his unpaid sub- 
scription for stock. The Court holds also that 
stock subscriptions, paid or anpaid, are a trust 
fund for the benefit of creditors of the corpora- 
tion, and that this trust cannot be evaded by 
the arrangement, sometimes resorted to, of 
payivg back the subscription to the stockholder 


assioan. Such a payment is not valid against 


ereditors.

Tus freight tariffs established by the Board 
of Railroad and Warebouse Commissioners of 
this State, as prima facie reasonable rates, are 
calculated for each mile of distance, and ou the 
principal roads, such as the Rock Island, Bur- 
lington, and Northwestera, the rate per 100 
pounds for First Class commences at 12 cents 
for one mile, and increases one-half cent for 
each additional mile up to 5 mules, four-tenths 
| of acent for each additional mile up to 20 miles, 
three-tenths of acent for each additional mile 
up to 30 miles, two-tenths of a cent for each ad- 
ditional mile up to 140 miles, and about three- 
twentieths of a cent additional for all greater 
distances. The rate for 280 miles is fixed at 
$65.10. Second class freights run from 610.67 
for one mile to $54:25 for 280 miles: third class 
from $9.83 to $43.40; fourth class from $8.00 
to $82.55 ; cattle and hogs, per car-load, $8.00 
for one mile to $38.26 for 280 miles; coal, per 
ton, from 30 cents for one mile to $3.00 for 280 
miles. The schedules published fill about 
twelve pages of the State Journal,: and will be 
productive, probably, of nothing but 2 bill of 
several thousand dollars against the State for 
advertising.

Gov. Beveridge’s annual message, seat to the 
Legislature yesterday, deals mainly with the 
condition of the public insticutions of the State, 
the State inspection of grain, and the measures 
which have been taken for the regulation of 
railroad corporations. The State iastitutions 
he reports to be satisfactorily managed, in- 
cluding the Penitentiary, which has lately 
claimed an unusual degree of public at- 
tention. The discipline, he says, is less 
severe, and yet ‘‘ firmer and improved, the result 
of which is apparent in the largely-diminished 
number of punishments,” The improvement of 
the Illinois River is proceeding economically 
and successfully. The entire cost to the State 
of the lock and dam at Copperas Oreek will be 
duly about $300,000, instead of $430,000, as 
authorized by the Legislature. The ‘system 
of State inspection of grain is approved, 
as giving better satisfaction to the pro- 
ducing classes than the old way. The Gov- 
ernor thinks additional legislation is needed 
for the public protection against the use of false 
and fraudulent warehouse receipts. In raising 
cheir rates bea vily, July 1, 1873, the railroads are 
judged to have escaped the charge of unjust dis- 
crimination, but to have been guilty of extortion. 
If after the 15th of January, when the schedules 
are in full force, they fail to comply with the law, 
he recommends that it be enforced with energy 
and rigor. The sooner the problem of the con- 
trol of the railroads is solved, the better, he 
concludes, for all concerned.

A remarkable spectacle was seen in the House 
of Represeatatives yesterday, when Elliott, the 
colored member from South Carolina, spoke in 
favor of the Supplementary Civil-Rights bill. 
The occasion was remarkable for the eloqtceuce 
and ability of the speaker, but there was a 
greater significance in the respectful attention 
and the applause which the negro orator com- 
manded from the House. He paid his atten- 
tions to Alexander H. Stephens, and Mr. Harris. 
of Virginia, in a way which will be apt toimpress 
those gentiemen with the necessity of still an- 
other Supplementary Oivil-Rights bill for their 
protection against the scourging tongues of for- 
merslaves. Mr. Stephens was reminded that it ill 
became him to abuse the amnesty, which allowed 
him to return toa place in the Government he 
had sought to overthrow, by again advocating 
principles which were -hostile to the exist- 
ence of its Constitution. He could beat 
vindicate the wisdom of the magnanimous 
policy which permitted him to return by advo- 
cating the doctrine that American citizenship 
carried with it every civil and political right that 
manhood could confer. Mr. Harris was less 
gently treated. Mr. Elliott told him, with cruel 
considerateness, that a negro was too magnani- 
mous to smite him in his weakness, and was 
moreover charitable enough to grant him 
the merey of his silence. Mr. Elliott con- 
tended that, the power to pass the 
bill under discussion was couferred on 
Congress by the late amendments to the Consti- 
tution, and that thé power ought to be exercised 
in favor of the negro as a reward for their mili- 
tary services, and for their loyalty to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States when those against 
whom they now seek to assert their rights were 
trying to overthrow it by a Government based 


on slavery. | 8

THE END OF THE SPANISH REPUBLIC. 
The recent coup delat in Madrid, by which 
Gen. Pavia dissolved the Cortes by force, is in 
reality the death-blow to Spanish Republicanism. 
Although Pavia apparently acted upon his own 
authority, and at the head of the militia, and is 
to take his trial for treason, nevertheless the 
act has elevated Marshal Serrano to the Chief 
Executive power, and the tottering Republic is 
in the hands of a violent and life-long Mon- 
archist, who has been identified with almost 
every intrigue which has taken place in Spain 
during the last twenty or thirty years. He as- 
sisted to overthrow Espartero in 1843, likewise 
his successor, Olonaga. He next sdugnt to de- 
pose Narvaez, although the latter had been his 
politieal benefactor and made him Capiain-Gen- 


Christine, but he, more than any other, helped 
to drive out Isabella, and then was made 
Regent during the time between Inabelia’s 
flight and Amadeus’ acceptance of the crown. 
Although Conservative and Liberal by turns, 
as best suited his political ambition, he has 
always been a Monarchist, and his appearance 
at the present time upon the surface of Spanish 
politics, wielding the chief power, bodes no good 
to the Republic. If it dees not end in the resto- 
: ne to power, then it will 
only be because some other faction is more 
powerful, in which case revolution must come, 
and Serrano will again drop out of sight, as he 
has on two or ‘three previous occasions. It is

Cuba among the Monarchists, the delight-of the 
slave-owners at the overthrow of Castelar, which 
guarantees the safety and continuance of the 
system of slavery, and the significant regilding 
of the crowns upon the sterus of the Spanish 
war-vessels, and replacing of the Imperial arms 
upon the Governor’s Palace, also infallibly indi- 
cate the drift of the political current. 

The logic of facte and statistics is opposed to 
the theory of Republicanism in Spain. Educa- 
tion, the foundation of self-government, is want- 
ing. The official data of statistics show that 
Spain contains an popuiation of 
15,673,070 souls, of whom 21,837,391 can neither 
read nor write; 705,768 can read but cannot 
write; and only a little over 3,000,000 can read 
and write. There are 422 Justices of the Peace 
who can neither read nor write; and 711,119 Al- 
dermen and 12,479 members of Town Councils 
who are unable to sigan their own names. 
Under such circumstances as these, not 
to mention the natural hot-headedness and 
bloodthirstiness of the Spaniard, a’ republic in 
Spain is an impossibility, and any attempt at one 
will always result in the hybrid monetrosity of 
the present theoretical one, until the Spanish 
people have learned by education bow to govern 
themselves. Until that time, absolute force can 
be the only controlling power in Spain. There 
is, therefore, no special cause for regret that a 
Monarchist like Serrano has come into power; 
on the other hand, there are compensations at- 
taching to the change. Abie and brilliant and 
pure as Castelar is, it has relieved him from 
any longer attempting to perform an impossi- 
bility, Even with the guarantees and advaatages 
of monarchy, Amadeus confessed it was a hope- 
less taak to govern Spain, and yet his labors 
were as nought compared with the task of 
Castelar. It is, therefore, a matter for con- 
gratulation that he is no longer to waste 
his abilities and energies. His protest against 
the coup delat, on setiring from his office. 
is worthy of him. My conscience will not 
permit me to associate with demagogues, aud 
conscience and honor refuse to accept a situation 
created by bayonets,” are the last official words 
of Castelar, and they are what might be expect- 
ed of this eloquent patriot and exalted states- 
man. It is also a matter for siacere congratula- 
tion that Castelar’s clear head and strict sense of 
justice saved us from plunging into a war on ac- 
count of the Virginius seszure. If that seizure 
had happened at the present time, Serrano would 
have made no concessions; on the other hand, 
war with the United States would probably have 
been one of the first of his official acta. It is, of 
course, a matter for regret that any attempt to 
form a Republican Government should fail; but 
in a cage like this, where the attempt was hope- 
less from the beginning, the regret is very ma- 
terially softened. 

IMPOSITIONS ON THE RELIEF SOCIETY. 

The unreasonableness of the unemployed at 
their recent meetings in this city is very clearly 
shown by the scenes which transpire daily in 
front of the doors of the Relief Society. When 
the unemployed at the ontset, misled by ambi- 
tious demagogues of the Hoffman stamp, were 
informed that the Relief Society had resources 
sufficient to meet the wants of that portioa of 
the community, and that no ome would be left 
to starve, they noisily refused to have anything 
to do with the Society, and demanded that the 
city should appropriate a sum enflicient to main- 
tain them, or that the Relief Society should turn 
over ita balance on hand to the city authorities, 
to be Gisbursed by the Aldermen. When, how- 
ever, they found that their clamor was unavail- 
ing; that they had made demands which it was 
not within the limite of possibilty to comply 
with; and that the Relief Society was 
ready and willing to relieve distress 
and te provide employment to tbose who were 
willing to work, they commenced to flock by 
thousands to its doors, notwithstanding their 
previous assertions. Among all these thon- 
sands, we understand, but a very few have been 
found ready to go to work when work was or- 
fered them; but all were ready to receive relief, 
aad nearly all wanted it in money, and, in many 
instances, demanded it in 4 noisy and intem- 
perate manner. It may be set down as true in a 
majority of cases that a noiey and impudent 
mendicant is an impostor. People who are 
really suffering and in need of assistance are 
usually quiet, and make their condition known 
reluctsntly. This rule has held true in the large 
crowds which have besieged the Relief Society. 
There have undoubtedly been many instances 
where the applicants have really beer in need of 
assistance, but there have been many others 
where the applicants have been impostors. In 
our columns, yesterday, two notable cases were 
given. In one, a woman, representing herself to 
be in great destitution, receiyed $10 in money, 
weut of and got drunk, and in this condition 
was run over and killed. In the other case, the 
8 rciety received a letter stating that five ladies 
were very destitute, having had nothing to eat 
for severul days. One of the Society’s visitors 
called upon the “ five ladies” and found them

THE SENATE BANKRUPTCY BILL. 

of the Senate ag aaubstitute for the House bill 
repealing the National Bankruptcy act abso- 
lutely, is an indication that thought has 
been bestowed upon the subject in the Senate, 
and it furnishes ground for the hope that the 
headlong action of the House may be reversed. 
There is unquestionably a demand that the 
Bankruptcy act be amended, certainly by a re- 
duction of the fees now paid to officials, and 
probably also in the way of modifying the con- 
ditions of involuntary bankruptcy to meet the 
commercial exigencies that follow a panic. The 
bill introduced into the Senate provides for 
both these things, and is so fara re- 
sponse, to the demands that have been 
made throughout the country by various 
Boards of Trade, Chambers of Commerce, 
and other associations of merchants. It saves 
the bankruptcy system, and thereby protects 
the commercial classes of the country from the 
evils incident to the system of assignment and 
preference under the State laws. 

With the information now before us, the Sen- 
ate bill seems to contain all the modification of 
the law which debtors can reasonably demand on 
account of the late shaking up of business and 
shrinkage of values. At the same timeit re- 
tains the vital principle of the law which has 
done so much to sustain the confidence of cred- 
itors by a protection against preferences and 
frauds. The principal change is the requirement 
that involuntary bankrup‘cy proceedings shall 
be commenced only upon the petition of one- 
fourth the creditors in number and one-third in 
amount of claims. This requirement re- 
moves the only objection of any 
merit which has been urged against 
the maintenance of the present system; fo, 
under this rule; no captious or unfair creditor 
can take advantage of a debtor, whose default 
of payment is the result of temporary embar- 
rassment which he could not control, and whom 
time will enable to pay all debtsin full. The 
Court is authorized to take twenty days in cases 
already pending, and five days in all cases com- 
menced after the passage of the act, to ascer- 
tain whether due notice bas been given to all 
the creditors, and whether the required number 
of persons and amount of ciaims have joined in 
the petision. Another essential departure from 
the old law is the provision that requires the 
discharge of an involuntary bankrupt without 
regard to the proportion of his indebtedness 
which his estate may pay. In view of 
the protection afforded against collusion 
for the purpose of mvoluntary bank- 
ruptey by requiring the acquiescence of a 
majority of the creditors, this provision ap- 
pears to be just. If a man is to be forced into 
bankruptey during the strain that follows a 
panic, it is but fair that he should be discharged 
a free man after all his possessions have been 
converted and turned over to his creditors with- 
out regard to the sum realized thereon. The 
jurisdiction of the Bankrupt Court is wisely en- 
larged by the Senate bill so as to enabie it to 
te ke possession of the business of a debtor and 
carry it on for a term not exceeding nine 
months, when, in its judgment, the interests of 
the debtor and creditors may be served by this 
course. There are numerous cases in which the 
exteusion of a business may enable it to realize 
a much larger sum than if it were sold out at a 
forced sale. Of the same nature is the 
provision which authorizes tne sale of 
real estate on the favorable terms of one- 
fourth eash, and the balance in six, twelve, and 
eighteen months, at 7per cent interest, properly 
secured. As these sales, like all other trans- 
actions, are under the supervision of the Court, 
they will undoubtedly bring more money than if 
all cash were demanded, and the security will be 
ample. Aside from these changes, the bill pro- 
vides for a general reduction of fees to one-half 
of what they are now, until the Justices of the 
Supreme Court shall make new rules for the 
Bankrupt Courts, to avoid unnecessary delay 
and expenses, as they have the power to do 
under the present law. 

This bill has evidently deen prepared by some 
one more familiar with the business needs of the 
country than any of the 240 members of the 
House who voted for an absolute repeal; and 
there is now more hope than there was before 
the holiday recess that the Bankruptcy act will 
be only modified and not repealed. 

HOW PROTECTION PROTECTS. 

A year or more age, when the tariff was be- 
fore Congress, the operatives in the silk mills 
of Paterson, N. J., permitted themselves to be 
used as signers of a remonstrance in the name of 
Labor against any interference with the duties 
on silk. A committee of the operatives actually 
went to Washington to represent to Congress 
that the tariff duties secured fair wages. Since 
that time, poverty and destitution nave »brought 
them to a closer acquaintance with the effects of 
protective duties, and last week there was a 
mass-meeting of 500 of the silk operatives at 
Paterson. They made speeches, and finally, by 
an unanimous vote, adopted a resolution praying 
Congress to reduse the duties on silk yarns from 
85 to 20 per cent. To understand this case it is 
necessary to explain that the duty on all silk 
manufactures is 60 per cent, and on silk yarn or 
thread 85 per cent. The making of silk into this 
yarn is called “‘ throwing,” and those who do it 
are “ throwsters ;” silk in cloth is called man- 
ufactures,” and the weavers are called ‘* manu- 
facturers.” The throwing and manufacturing, 
have until recently been separate branches, 
but, during the last three years, the 
larger establishments have been throwing 

own silk, which they import free, 
have thereby broken up the business of all 
those who were exclusively engaged as throw- 
sters, and who previousiy supplied all the man- 
ufacturers. The throwsters, therefore, have now 
no trade except with the smaller manufacturers 
who cannot afford to make their own yarn. The 
large mavufecturers, therefore, by obtaining the 
raw material free of tax, and throwing it them- 
are able to produce silk goods so much 
latter are no longer able to compete, and the 
whole manufacture of silk is passiug as a mo- 
nopoly into the hands of Cheney, of Hartford,. 
Sterns; of New York, and the four or five estab- 
ments in Paterson. Regarding the business of 
throwiug silk as no longer one in the interest 
the operatives of Paterson al- 
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are no longer able to purchase it, and that 
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imported yarn and contiaue in business. If this 
duty tere repealed, the cilk weavers when out of 
work could purchase the yarn and manufacture 
on their own account... | “i 

Conspicuously displayed at the meeting was 
the banner prepared for a former occasion, on 
which was emblazoned in gilt letters, Proteo- 
tion te Home Industry, and all the speakers, 
in referring to it, explained that Protection, in 
order to protect, should share its benefite with 
the operatives. They therefore demanded of 
Congress protection from the monopoly of the 
protected classes, by an immediate reduction of 
the duty on imported silk yarns. The severity 
of the tax imposed op the public in the interest 
of the silk manufacturers is understood by few. 
It includes sewing silk, velvets, ribbons, dress 
and piece goods, pongees and vestiugs, shawls, 
hosiéry, hats, caps, bonnets,” laces,~ braids, 
fringes, galloons, made garments, underwear, 
umbrellag, parasols, sunthades, buttons, the 
eadless variety of trimmings and ornaments 
which enter into other manufactures, such as 
carriages, harness, saddles, furniture, clothing, 
upholstering, and others. All these are taxed 
60 per. cent in gold, in the interest of a few 
establishments which get their raw silk free, 
and have crushed out the other branch of

home industry known as “ throwsters,” or 


spinners of yarn. In addition to all this, they 
are further protected by a tax of 50 per cent on 
all goods.of which silk is a component part. So 
that no person in the United States can buy any 
article made of silk without paying a bounty 
equal to 75 per cent of its cost in currency, nor 
can he purchase an article of cotton or worsted 
mixed with silk without paying a like bounty of 
60 per cent in currency on its value. 


were the general results of the whole business 
in the United States: : 


How much of the capital reported was ficti- 
tious, we cannot say; but, allowing it to be as 


stated, and all in cash, the profite, after paying 


for material and wages, was $2,451,817, or with- 
in a fraction of 36 per cent. The whole amount 
paid for wages yielded each operative $292 per 
year, or less than an average of $4 per week 
each. Contrasting the earnings of the human 
being for whose benefit Protection is supposed 
to have been provided with that of the capital, we 
find that every $820 of the capital invested in 
the silk mannfacture earned $295 in the year, 
being $3 more than was earned by the men, 
women, and children who performed the labor; 
or, in other words, Protection has reduced labor 
to a capitalized value of $820 per head, or $292 
per year, out of which it isto feed and clothe 
iteelf. That is the way Protection protects. 
The operatives each represent the equivalent of 
8820 capital; and now, since the panic, this has 
been reduced by the absolute discharge ‘of one- 
half the operatives and the reduction of the 


occupancy of the lake front by the Exposition 
Building is now pending before the Common 
Couneil, having been introduced on Monday 
evening, in the report of the Committee on 
Wharves and Public Grounds. The report con-_ 
tains some excellent provisions, especially that 
which restricts the use of the building to “an 
annual exposition for iodustrial, mechanical, 
aod other arts; to musical and other public 
entertainment; and to public meetings, con- 
ventions, and other similar purposes.” This is 
all very proper, as far as it goes, but it does not 
go far enough.. Any use of the building for 
retail or wholesale buainess purposes should be 
strictly forbidden; if not, such a business will 
sooner or later creep into the building, under 
the loose manner in which .this provision is 
framed. 

{ {The proposition of the Mayor, that the Expo- 
sition Company shall pay a rental for the use of 
the ground, is also a good one, but the rental 
should be in some degree proportioned to the 
annual receipts of the Company. The Company 
expects to make dividends upon its investment. 
There is no good reason why this Company 
should have the use of city property free any 
more than any other; if it does, then every 


other joint-stock company certainly has the | 


right to expect that it can occupy city property 
free of rental. The consideration that these 
annual exhibitions are matters of public interest 
is Offset by the fact that they are expected to 
contribute directly to the pockets of the stock- 
holders, and that although hotels, restaurants, 
public vorveyances, and other forms of business 
may be profited thereby, the City Government is 
not benefited a cent. 

With regard to the amendment suggested by 
Ald. McGrath, making it imperative that the 
building, whenever in use for any of the above 
purposes, shal] be kept open on Sundays, there 
will undoubtedly be a wide difference of opinion, 
althongh such action would be in accordance 
with the lessons of the late city election, and, as 
long as the majority rule, we have no doubt the 
majority will have their own way about this 
question. 

Whatever else may be done, however, the pro- 
vision setting forth the uses of the building 
should: be amended by inserting « stringent 
clause expressly shutting off any attempt to 


establish buying and selling im the building, or 


any focm of traffic which wil! interfere with the 
legitimate business of the city.
